The  Personnel 
Security  section  of  DCS,  OPERATIONS  at  the  Presidio  of  San  Francisco  has 
informed  us  that  a  new  organization  has  been  formed  by  the  Department 
of  Defense.   It  is  the  US  ARMY  CENTRAL  PERSONNEL  CLEARING  FACILITY 
located  at  Fort  Meade,  Maryland   They  have  become  the  sole  authority 
to  certify  clearances  prior  to  rssuance  of  the  DA  Form  873  by  the  Army 
Commander . 

b.  After  the  security  check  by  Sixth  Army  (i.e.  NAC  of  BI)  the  records 
go  to  the  agency  at  FT.  Meade  for  further  processing.  Upon  completion 
and  certification  by  the  USACPCF  the  records  will  be  returned  to  the 
Army  Commander  to  issue  the  formal  DA  Form  873.

601.  UNSERVICEABLE  ROADWHEELS ,  NSN  2530-00-701-3976  (M48-M88)  AND 

NSN  2530-00-784-9292  (M60  SERIES).   a.   Subject  roadwheels  are  critical 
due  to  procurement  problems  and  lack  of  returns. 

b.   All  maintenance  activities  with  subject  unserviceable  roadwheels 
on  hand  are  requested  to  turn  them  into  the  USPFO  as  soon  as  possible. 

602.  WEAPON  RECORD  DATA  (TM  38-750 (TAMMS )) ■   a.   USA  ARRCOM  has  reported 
that  investigations  conducted  by  that  command  of  field  incidents 
indicate  DA  Form  2408-4,  Weapon  Record  Card,  have  not  been  properly 
completed . 

b.  Recording  of  firing  and  maintenance  data  on  DA  Form  2408-4  must  be 
accomplished  in  accordance  with  TM  38-750  (TAMMS).   Failure  to  do  so 
results  in  an  inaccurate  account  of  the  remaining   life  of  a  cannon  tube 
which  creates  a  safety  hazard  and  leads  to  early  condemnation. 

c.  The  DA  Form  2408-4  will  be  forwarded  by  che  using  organization  to 
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Commander,  Watervliet  Arsenal,  ATTN:  SARWV-QAR,  Watervliet,  NY  12189 
when  any  of  the  following  conditions  occur: 

1.  The  form  has  been  properly  and  completely  filled  out. 

2.  The  weapon  is  put  in  storage,  transferred,  or  turned  in. 

3.  Weapon  is  condemmed. 

4.  In  addition,  Army  National  Guard  units  will  forward  DA  Forms 
2408-4  on  10  October  of  each  year. 

d.  Request  all  commanders  and  supervisors  responsible  for  using  DA  Form 
2408-4  insure  compliance  with  recording  porcedures  outlined  in  TM  38-750. 

PART  7  —  SAFETY 

701,   CATALYST  USED  IN  FIBERGLASS  RESINS.   a.   An  eye  specialist  recently 
described  a  hazard  that  could  affeftt  you  and  your  families.   That 
hazard  is  the  catalyst  which  is  added  to  fiberglass  resin.   The  specialist 
stated  that  a  drop  of  this  catalyst  in  the  eye  will  result  in  blindness 
unless  immediate  action  is  taken  (within  4  seconds)  to  wash  the  catalyst 
from  the  eye  with  water. 

b.  The  specific  toxic  agent  involved  is  MEKP(Menthyl  Ethyl  Key tone 
Peroxide) ■   Material  published  on  the  subject  indicates  that  washing 
c-.n  affected  eye  within  four  (4;  seconds  after  contamination  prevented 
injuries  in  all  cases,  but  no  known  chemical  neutralizer  has  been 
reported . 

c.  Reports  on  one  experience  described  disastrous  results.   The 
Victim  has  both  eyes  contaminated  while  f iberglassing  a  chair  at' home. 
Though  he  did  make  an  effort  to  wash  his  eyes  out,  several  minutes 
apparently  elapsed  before  he  found  water.   One  was  lost  immediately; 
the  other  was  lose  gradually  over  a  period  of  about  eight  (8)  years. 

q   M . E . K , P ,   is  often  used  by  those  who  work  in  aircraft  maintenance. 
Ics  characteristics  are  simular  to  organic  peroxides,  which  are  irritants, 
powe'jcf  j!  oxidizers,  and  very  ol\;en  unstable.   An  explosive  reaction  can 
c  .i.'.i:  when  this  material  is  SHOCKED .  exposed  to  heat ,  or  by  spontaneous 
chemical  recation,   Sugges ted  storage  for  this  catalyst  is  in _a  cool, 
vent  elated  isolated  area  away  r^om  organic  or  other  easily  oxidizable 
materials ,  and  away  from  acute  fire  hazards ■    Containers  should  be 
kept  closed  and  plainly  labeled 

e.  Protective  equipment  must  be  used,  including,  clothing  to  prevent 
skin  contact,  chemical  safety  gobies  for  protection  of  the  eyes ,  and 
a   respirator  when  extensive   amrunts  of  these  materials  may  be  present 
in  vapor  form.

a.   The  Project  Manager  for  nuclear  munitions,  HQ

ARRCOM,  has  provided  a  scatus  report  on  the  following  item: 

1.   Defective  M2  Crimpers,   ARRCOM  has  confirmed  that  crimpers 
having  a  fulcrum  bolt  with  an  unstaked  nut  have  been  furnished  the  field 
by  GSA,   Interim  procedures  to  repair  the  crimpers  were  furnished  major 
commands  by  ARRCOM-   GSA  awarded  a  contract  in  April,  to  manufacture  new 
crimpers  to  a  revised  military  specification.   The  new  crimpers  should 
soon  be  available  for  issue  by  G3A.  Additionally,  crimpers  manufactured 
by  Giller  in  the  1960's  have  supposedly  been  purged  from  the  supply 
system;  however,  isolated  cases  of  these  crimpers  being  issued  still 
arise.   We  would  recommend  that  units  having  a  destruct  mission  be  advised 
that  crimpers  manufactured  by  Gij/ier  are  not  to  be  used  under  any  circum- 
stances and  should  be  rendered  useless  to  prevent  future  use.
